Na little over a week's tint, 
the Forelgn Ministora of the 
three major Western 
powers will be assembling 
in Bangkok with representa. 
tives of a number of 
ilemocracies. in Southeast 
Asia for the first conference 
of SEATO, crented Inst 
Seplomber at Manila for the 
defence of the area against 
Communist expansion, — Its 
purpose is to tranginte Inte 
concrete detail general 
principles which were then 
agreed to, 

The S3EATO conference is one 
of anumber of international 
meetings taking place in the 
eacly months this year, all 
of them bearing on prob- 
Jems of Asia and specitical- 
ly, Communism in the 
Far East. In London, the 
meeting of the Common- 
wealth Premiers bas just 
ended. It provided a valu- 
able opportunity for 
cussion of the current Far 
Haatern situation and 
resulled in the formation of 
a new Commonwealth 
defence plan which has a 
particular emphasis on 
defence of British — terri- 
tories in the Southesst 
Asian area. 

After the Bangkok conference 
the Afro-Asnian meeting will 
take place in Indonesia, The 
conferences represent 
different approaches lo 
crucial problems of the

London, Feb. 14. 

British European Alr- 
ways agreed late last night, 
after a twelve-hour mé@eting, 
to reemploy a union official 
and so avert a threatened 
utrike of London Airffort 
engineers.

THE emphasis at the 
Bangkok conference will 

be upon organised unity as 
tho best way of deterring 
Communist aggression. The 
SEATO system is the 
natural result of the success 
of NATO in the West and 
the hope is that a united 
front in Asia may produce 
the same stabilisation in the 
For East that it has in the 
West. 

The chief weakness of SEATO 
is that it is far from repre- 
sentative of Asian nations. 
All but one of the Colombe 
Powers remain aloof, It is 
virtually dominated by five 
European countries. 

The main argument used last 
September by those who 
opposed its formation was 
that whatever may be the 
record of Communism in 
kurope, Asian Communists 


had given no proof that 
they were planning a serious 
miliary attack beyond their 
borders. The invasion of 
South Korea would. ‘alene 
seem to belie their beliefs 
and the Chinese and 
Russiana hnve repeatedly 
naserted that the Com- 
munist moverntnt fs des- 
tined to surge all over 
Asia, 


(THERE are however other 

reasons for the reluctance 
of Asian nations to join 
SEATO—among them fears 
of American domination 
cand her diplomatic —im- 
petuosity and the in- 
tolerance of many of her 
military commanders. It i3 
difficult to say whether 
these fears loom as large in 
the Asian minds today as 
they did in September. But 
certainly India is adamantly 
opposed to the treaty and 
her ‘influence among the 
Colombo group has been 
‘dominant in tho past. 

To -SEBATO nations, however, 
it. is plain - America must 
participate if there is to be 
a” counterwolght to. .the 
immense power being built 
‘up by . Ching and" Russia.

London, Feb. 13. 

Head constable, Major Same 
wart Musaka of the Buganda 
ngtive police, was killed today 
while leading a party in an 
attempt to arrest a 6di{-styled 
prophet, who has ‘been living 
up a tree on a hiltop five 
miles from Kampola Uganda, 
for two wecks. 

Three other policemen were 
injured.

Eleven arrests were made 
and leaficts were dropped on 
the hilltop from a light plane 
declaring it to be a prohibited 
area, . 

The “prophet’’ has drawn 
large audiences of Africans: who 
have contributed money and 
animals to help his scheme to 
being back the Kabaka (king) 
of Buganda, exiled by the Bri- 
tish Government for non- 
co-operation.

APPEAL BY THREE 
MEN: SUCCEEDS 


Mr Justice C. W. Reece at the Fuil Court this 
morning deplored the keeping of three men in 
eustody for four months before they were tried, 


calling it ‘an injustice.” 


“That ig an abnormally long time for a man to be 
kept in prison awaiting trial, even in Hongkong,” His 


Lordship remarked. 


The Full Court, comprising Mr Justice Reece and Mr 
Justice J. Reynolds, granted the applications by the three 
prisoners concemed, Kwan Yuen, Mak Lung. and Cheung 
Wal, for their sentences to date from the day of arrest. 


Tho accused ‘were convicted 
py Judge J, Wicks at the 
Kowloon District Court = on 
November 6 last yoar of robbery 
peing accessories before the 
fact, and receiving stolen pro- 
perty. They were cach given 
five years’ hard labour. 

Kwoam Yuen told the Full 
Court that he agreed with tho 
pentence Lmposed on him, but he 
was applying for the sentence to 
be dated as from the day of ar- 
rest, which was in July. 

The two other appellants made 
similar applications. Cheung 
Wal asked the Court also to 
consider that he ‘was. 4 first 
offender, 

Mr Justice Reece ed if it 
wae a fact that the appellants 
had been jn custody since July. 
“tf that ts so," he added, “that 
js an abnormally long time for a 
man to be kept in prison awalt- 
4 ‘riod even in Hongkong.”

The three appellants thanked 

the Court before being taken

Three -other appellants, Lau 
Kin-fam, Cheung Yat-ming and 
Liu Yik-leung, appealed ogalnst 
the sevon-year sentences passed 
on them by Mr Justice J. R. 
Gregg at the Criminal Sessions 
last month for robbery with 
aggravation. 

Mr Justico Reece pointed 
out that they had all previous 
convictions, and asked them for 
their grounds of appeal. 

Lau Kin-fon sald he had an 
old mother who was “a faithful 
Christian”. He asked for a re- 
duction of. his sentence so that 
he could get out of prison 
auckly and become a Christian
